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The priority program recommended below mis esbablisbed on certain 
standards and criteria. First, it was decided to restrict the priority 
program to a small number of projects, each of which was regarded as 
casting a definite and urgent need. Second, in view of the numerous 
requirements of this government and the many Bided aspect of inter- 
national Communism itself, an effort was made to include a variety of 
different types of projects. The program, therefore, contains area 
studies, organisational and typo studies, biographical studios and. 
others. Wherever possible, whan a series of studies was proposed to 
JIGSAW, only on© of the series was accepted for the priority program. 
Thus, the members of JIGSAW strongly feel that it is necessary to 
make a detailed analysis of Gewtmiat intentions and capabilities 
In the strategic industries of the world. Since all strategic 
industries cannot be studied at once, it was decided to begin this 
series of studies by an examination of Communist activities in the 
international maritime industry. In similar fashion, the exami- 
nation of Gommunist capabilities for sabotage and related activities 
in key areas is initiated with a study of Communist capabilities for 
such damage in France and Italy. 

Finally, JIGSAW attempted to take into account the various types 
of facilities available within the American Government fox’ the exe- 
cution of its priority program in the near futuro and to use as many 
of these as possible w Thus, for ©maple, it will be noted that 
agencies expected to participate in the execution of tb© wiovitx 
program will be the Biographic Division of the State Department, the 
External Research Staff of th© State Department, th© Office of Special 
Operation© of tbs Central Intelligence Agency, and other member agoneios 
of th© JIGSAW Committee. 

In presenting this priority program, th© JIGSAW Committee has 
not attested to rat© the individual projects as to importance or with 
reference to the order in which they should be undertaken by th© lubelli- 
i pence' agencies* The JIGSAW Committee believes that each of these 
projects is essential to th© logical development of an infcelligene© 
program in the field of International Communis®.
